Delay Line Personnel 
Change; Seek Staff Bill 


Decision has been reached in the Navy | 


Department to delay for at least a year 
any change in the recently passed Line 
personnel act. 

A like delay in the presentation of new 
Staff Corps legislation is being sought 


| 


by the two largest of the Corps—the 
Medical Corps and Supply Corps—despite 
efforts of the Construction Corps and | 


Civil Engineer Corps to obtain a liberal- 
ization of the existing Staff personnel 
law. 

The decision to withhold any changes 
in the Line personnel laws until the sec- 
ond session of the next Congress begin- 
ning in January, 1940, would not be a 
matter of any comment were it not for 
discussion among naval officials in Wash- 
ington of “kinks” and defects in the 
measure passed in June. Ordinarily, 


legislation may be expected to stand un- | 


changed for a year or two, but the man- 
ner in which the act was passed, with 
compromises made in its basic principles 
at the last moment and hurried redraft- 
ing of new sections during the closing 
hours of the session, made early demands 
for changes almost inevitable. 

Despite the opinion among officials that 
changes will be necessary, it is believed 
that the new law should be observed in 
operation before any request for amend- 
ment is made and that by the next session 
of Congress it will have been in operation 
too short a time to judge. 

As to the Staff Corps, however, the 
next year will see a determined fight on 
the part of the Construction Corps and the 
Civil Engineer Corps for a revision of 
existing personnel laws. During the con- 
sideration of the Line bill last session, 
the two Corps sought to obtain the bene- 
fits of the “fitted” promotion features of 
that act and failed when the Medical 
Corps and Supply Corps not only refused 
to go along with them, but asked Congress 
to deny the request of the other 
corps. 

The opening gun in a renewal of this 
attempt of the Constructors and

General, concurring, opposed inclusion of 
the Staff Corps in the recent Line bill, 
it will be recalled, for the expressed 
reason that they wanted to wait and see 
the effects of the Line bill before draw- 
ing legislation to apply it to the Staff. It 
is evidently the desire of the two engi 
neering corps to make the other groups 
say whether or not it considers the next 
session of Congress a long enough time 
to digest the Line measure.

Air Corps Personnel Increase 


Changes in the distribution of enlisted 
men of the Army were approved this 
week to provide increased strength for 
the Air Corps and the Medical Depart- 
ment. 

The Air Corps was authorized to in- 
crease by 1,084 enlisted men and 
Medial Department by 288. The increase 
was made by decreasing the Infantry's 
authorized strength by 1,131 and the Cav- 
alry’s by 241, 

It was explained that the decrease in 
the Infantry and Cavalry is a “paper” 
decrease inasmuch as these arms had not 
actually reached the higher = strength. 
Therefore, it was stated, while the move 
is called a transfer, the Air Corps and 
Medical Department increases will be at- 
tained by recruiting. 





Navy Undertakes Study 
of WO Promotion Status 


Pursuant to a resolution of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, a board of of- 
ficers has been appointed in the Navy 
Department to consider the questions of 
promotion and pay as affecting the com- 
missioned warrant and warrant officers 
of the Navy. 

The action of the House 
was taken last May 11, but not revealed 
at the time. The resolution calls upon 
the Department to make a study of the 
warrant officer promotion situation with 
regard to the pay scale and the relative 
importance of duties performed by such 
personnel,

The board was named only a few days 
ago, it was learned, and has done nothing 
as yet. It is to report to the Chief of the 

tureau of Navigation by Nov. 1 and the 
Department is to make a report to the 
Nuval Committee on Jan. 5, 1939, 

Hearings held before the Committee 
last session on the bill introduced by 
Representative Pat Boland, of Pa., ma- 
jority whip of the House, are responsible 
for the study. That measure, which 
would have increased the pay of warrant 
and commissioned warrant officers, was 
shelved when warrant officers called be- 
fore the committee attempted to justify 
it on the ground that at present the initia- 
tive of commissioned warrant officers 
was stulted by the virtual impossibility 
of any further promotion, Members of 
the committee took the stand that if pro 
motion rather than pay relief was re 
quired a promotion measure should be 
considered by the committee. No action 
was taken at the time, however, on this 
suegestion.

that Senator Walsh, chairman of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee, intro- 
duced legislation in past Congresses to 
give warrant officers promotion up to

WD Adopts Strict Rule 
On Political Activity 


Drastic new regulations governing the 
political activities of members of the 
Army were promulgated by the War De- 
partment this week, prohibiting officers 
and enlisted men from applying to mem- 
bers of Congress for legislation of any 
kind. 

The new regulations, a revision of AR 
600-10, paragraph 4a, appear directed at 
War Department branch chiefs, inasmuch 
as they are specifically mentioned in the 
new draft. The supersede language sim- 
ply referred to “any officer or enlisted 
man,” while as changed this week, the 
regulation refers especially—and unneces- 
sarily, unless emphasis was desired—to 
branch chiefs and subordinates in the 
War Department. 

Much stricter penalties are possible un- 
der the new order, Whereas previously, 
the only penalty prescribed was denial of 
the legislative favor sought—which might 
not be within the power of the War De- 
partment—and notation of the political 
activity on the record of the officer or 
man concerned, the new regulation does 
not so limit the section and permits such 
punishment as might be ordered by court- 
martial or administrative authority. Fur- 
thermore, the new language is more em- 
bracing and carefully drawn than the 
previous text, 

As revised, the section provides; 

“4 Political activitics of persons in mill- 
tary service,—a, General.-Except as au- 
thorized by the War Department, efforts 
to procure or influence legislation affect- 
ing the Army or to procure personal favor 
through legislation are forbidden, No 
arm, service, or bureau chief, or subordi- 
nate in the War Department, and no 
other individual of the Regular Army 
shall apply to Congress, committees of 
Congress, or to any member of Congress 
for legislation of any kind except with the 
approval of the Secretary of War.” 

The old reguiation read: “Efforts to 
influence legislation affecting the Army, 
or to procure personal favor or considera- 
tion, should never be made except through 
regular military channels; the adoption 
of any other method by any officer or 
enlisted man will debar him from obtain- 
ing the favor or consideration which he 
has by such means attempted to secure 
and will be noted in the military record of 
the transgressor.” 

What brought about the new regulation 
was the subject of some conjecture among 
officers this week, During the past Con- 
gress there has been an unusual amount 
of legislation passed or considered on be- 
half of branches and groups as well as 
individuals in the Army. Bills not origi- 
nating in the War Department have been 
introduced to provide assistant chiefs of 
branch for several of the services and one 
of them, giving the Dental Corps a briga- 
dier general and the Medical Corps an 
additional general officer, became law, 
Legislation was considered to transfer of- 
ficers of the Judge Advocate General's 
Department from the promotion list to 
the non-promotion list. A bill increasing 
the pay of warrant officers was passed by 
Congress but vetoed by the President.

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Navy Communication Awards 


The names of the naval vessels with 
the highest and second highest scores in 
their respective classes in the communi- 
jon competition during the past year 
were announced this week by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Individual letters of 
commendation are being sent to the offi- 
cers who commanded these ships during 
the competition year. Other letters are 
being addressed to the commanding offi- 
cers of the ships who are authorized to 
place copies of them in the records of 
junior officers considered to have been 
responsible for the scores attained. 

The ships which stood first in their 
dasses have been granted the privilege 
of displaying a white C on their bridges 
to denote their high score in communica- 
tion efficiency.

Third Army Maneuvers 


Fort Sam Houston, Texas—Selection of 
opposing sides for the Bullis Concentra- 
tion of the forthcoming Third Army 
maneuvers has been announced by Head- 
quarters Eighth Corps Area. 

Information as to the “Browns,” those 
forces of the “enemy powers” who will 
have landed on our Texas Coast indi- 
cates that they will be commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Frank W. Rowell. “On his side” 
will be his own Second Division troops 
of the Regular Army, normally stationed 
at Fort Sam Houston, augmented by Gen- 
eral Joyce and his First Cavalry Brigade, 
the 77th Field Artillery and the Kighth 
Engineers. The 22nd Observation Squa- 
dron from Brooks Field and the swift 
pigeons from the Sth Corps Area Pigeon 
Loft will aiso aid the “attackers.” 

To insure that this “enemy” force can 
under no circumstances be considered a 
“push over” most of the 45th Division of 
the Oklahoma National Guard is incor- 
porated in this formidable Brown force. 
The Division is commanded by Maj. Gen. 
William 8S. Key and is complete except for 
the 89th Brigade, a battalion of the 120 
Engineers, its Tank Company, Aviation 
and Companys C and D of the 120th Quar- 
termaster Regiment. 

Taking the field against this powerful 
line-up of “enemy” troops will be the well 
known Texas 36th Division commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Claude V. Birkhead. The 
forces of the division are practically in- 
tact and have been augmented by the 
attachment of the 56th Cavalry Brigade, 
commanded by Col. W. B. Pyron, in the 
absence of Brig. Gen. Louis 8. Davidson, 
the 69th Coast Artillery, the 111th Ob- 
servation Squadron and Mobile Pigeon 
Loft No. 1. 





Umpires Prepare for Maneuvers 

CCC Camp F-16, Wiggins, Miss.—At 
Army Headquarters Lt. Col. H. F. Nichols 
the Chief Umpire has had his 177 officers 
working throughout the past week. Lec- 
tures and instructions have occupied the 
mornings. Immediately after lunch re- 
connaissance cars and airplanes are filled 
with these officers reconnoitering by 
ground and air the area over which the 
units will wage this mimic war. Fifty 
officers of the Organized Reserve Corps 
are on duty with Umpire Group. 

Colonel Nichols has divided his officers 
into a Control Group (Umpire Headquar- 
ters), the Unit Umpire group and a Con- 
tact Umpire group. About 110 Unit Um- 
pires will function with each combat bat- 
talion, regiment, brigade, division and 
corps headquarters. These officers will not 
control or alter any decision or order of 
the Commanders but merely observe and 
report the tactical employment of the 
units. As changes occur these unit um- 
pires will immediately report the same 
to the Chief Umpire. 

This has necessitated the setting up of 
a communication telephone net of over 
80 miles of wire. The 5ist Signal Batta- 
lion which has constructed the tremen- 
dous wire net has been working every 
hour of daylight during the last month 
rushing the work to completion. 

The 30 officers of the Contact Group 
will move around over the entire front 
and be on the ground when the opposing 





forces clash. Control of the maneuvers by 
Umpires is necessitated by the absence of 
live ammunition. They will decide which 
unit has the superiority. They will use 
their best judgment and make decision 
based on superiority of position, num- 
bers, morale, deployment, and other mili- 
tary factors. The decisions made by them 
indicate whether one side will withdraw, 
be stopped, or allowed to advance. 

All reports from various Umpire 
Groups as telephoned into the Chief Um- 
pire will be posted on the maps in the um- 
pire building. Here is seen the tremendous 
central control map indicating the posi- 
tions of each unit or detachment. Almost 
as a soldier moves or as a gun is dragged 
closer to the enemy this information is 
flashed and the umpire map reflects the 
movement. 

As great secrecy must be maintained 
to prevent the opposing forces from se- 
curing information of the other side, ap- 
propriate safeguards will at all times be 
maintained. 





“Black-out” At Cheyenne 


Ft. Francis E. Warren, Wyo., Aug. 1— 
Preparations are nearing completion for 
the military “black-out” at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., on the night of Aug. 10. Mayor 
Archie Allison and other civic leaders of 
the city have worked out details of the 
test with Brig. Gen. Ernest D. Peek, 
USA, commanding the concentration of 
over 7,000 officers and men of the Colo- 
rado National Guard and Regulars in 
this area on summer maneuvers. Gen- 
eral Peek and Lt. Col. John H, Van Viiet, 
his Chief of Staff, informed the munici- 
pal and county authorities of the pro- 
posed air attack on Cheyenne, and the 
tactics of defense by complete darkness, 

“The citizens of Cheyenne will be glad 
to participate in the ‘black-out’,” said 
Mayor Allison, “and our civic discipline 
will be an example to the rest of the 
country. If General Peek wants the 
lights out as a defense against the bomb- 
ing planes of Brig. Gen. William I. 
Guthner of the attacking RED forces, it 
will be done. We have the initiative and 
the public will to make such a plan a suc- 
cess, and prove to our military friends 
our ability to match their efforts in this 
test of the defense of a city against aerial 
attacks. It’s our job now, and here we 
go.” 

The Regulars are preparing to desert 
Ft. Francis E. Warren and take to the 
“Hills of Old Wyoming.” Under forced 
draft preparations are going forward, 
and the regular garrison will take to the 
road soon. Their orders are to be in their 
concentration areas by the morning of 
Aug. 5. The 76th Field Artillery and the 
Twentieth Infantry are to be with the 
BLUE force in defense of Cheyenne. The 
First Infantry, under. the command of 
Col. Homer H. Slaughter are with the 
REDS of Brig. Gen, William EF. Guthner 
of the Colorado National Guard, and are 
expected to bear the brunt of being the 
attacking unit against Cheyenne. 

The Headquarters of the Third Army 
Reserve is aiding both the REDS and 
the BLUES in several phases of the ex- 
ercises. For instance, General Peek, 
through his G-4, Maj. James C, Crockett, 
is taking the transportation of the Reg- 
ulars to proceed to the various communi- 
ties of Colorado and pick up the citizen 
soldiery of General Guthner, and bring 
them into the concentration areas near 
Laramie. All of this activity must be 
completed this week, as General Guthner, 
and his reinforced brigade of mixed 
troops will march forward to the attack 
on next Sunday, and will continue the 
operation for four days and nights. Gen- 
eral Guthner will have foot troops, 
cavalry, a mechanized force, armored 
cars, and superiority in the air. His air 
advisor and commander will be Maj. 
Frederic W. Bonfils of Denver, Colo. 
The railhead for the supplies of the RED 
force will be at Laramie. The BLUES 
under the command of Col. kh. C. Till, 
will base on Cheyenne. 

It is expected that Colonel Hill will 
make a stand about 40 miles west of 
Cheyenne on the Pole Mountain Military 
Reservation in the Medicine Bow Na- 
tional Forest, approximately 9,000 feet 
above sea level. There with his army, 
the commander of the BLUES will make 
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his fight against the efforts of General 
Guthner, The announced plan of General 
Guthner to “bomb” Cheyenne on the 
night of Aug. 10, has thrown a serious 
“monkey-wrench” into the plans of Col- 
onel Hill. Inferior in force to the army 
of General Guthner, he must further 
weaken his effectives by transporting 
some of his artillery to the environs of 
Cheyenne for anti-aircraft defense. The 
anti-aircraft defense of Cheyenne by 
artillery will be in charge of Col. John 
C. Mort, commander of the 76th Field 
Artillery. 


The Fourth Cavalry, 900 strong, and 
reinforced by armored cars and march- 
ing from its home station of Ft. Meade, 
8S. Dak., is approaching the concentrat- 
ing area near Laramie, It will arrive 
on Wednesday. The Fourth Cavalry is 
divided in its loyalty. One half will re- 
port to General Guthner, and the other 
half to Colonel Hill. Reconnaissance by 
cavalry and mechanized force by both 
the REDS and the BLUES will begin by 
Thursday. Informal spying is now ram- 
pant on both sides, 

“The maneuvers of the Third Army 
Reserve,” said Brigadier General Peek, 
“are for training purposes, and the enlist- 
ed personnel are going to be told what it 
is all about. Every officer to the lowest 
grade will be informed daily of the sit- 
uation, as it was, as it is, and as it is 
hoped it will be. This information will 
be passed on immediately to all enlisted 
personnel, That will keep the men inter- 
ested, and they will be told the reasons 
for whatever hardships are incurred.” 

Chief Umpire Col, Robert T. Phinney 
will control the maneuvers through some 
fifty assistants, 

Many news correspondents are ex- 
pected to cover these maneuvers. Life 
Magazine of New York is sending a staff 
photographer which means national ad- 
vertising for Cheyenne and vicinity. 





A. E. F., 20 Years Ago 











Two more Army Corps have been or- 
ganized, bringing the total now organized 
to five. The five corps and their respec- 
tive commanding generals are, Ist Corps, 
Maj. Gen. Hunter Liggett; 2nd Corps, 
Maj. Gen. Robert L. Bullard; 8rd Corps, 
Maj. Gen. William M, Wright; 4th Corps, 
Maj. Gen. George W. Read; 5th Corps, 
Maj. Gen, Omar Bundy. 

In France, American and allied troops 
pressed the Germans in their retreat 
northward between Soissons and Reims, 
driving them from the Marne to the 
Oureq River and beyond, and repulsing 
frequent counter attacks by the Germans 
in newly acquired positions north of the 
Oureq. The battle throughout the week 
deviated from an effort to reach the rear 
of the German Crown Prince's exposed 
force by way of his right flank and took 
the form of an operation to hasten and 
disorder his retreat by direct frontal pres- 
sure. With the Americans playing a 
prominent part, the frontal operations 
successfully prevented the Germans from 
effecting a reorganization, During opera- 
tions, the Germans lost many valuable 
positions, and by the determination which 
characterizes the German counter thrusts 
it is apparent that the loss of such com- 
manding points is not relished by the 
German board of strategy. Also in the 
operations this week, the Germans lost a 
great deal of material that had been 
stored on the Marne salient in prepara- 
tion for the drive southward from that 
point. 

In two brilliant attacks, the Americans 
captured Fere and Seringes, and held 
these two points against nearly ten 
counter attacks. The villages of Sergy 
and Roncheres were also taken and held 
by the American troops, On July 31, the 
fighting continued on a twelve mile front 
from Grand Rozoy southeastward to the 
Meuniere wood, but no pronounced move 
was made by either side, At present, the 
allied troops have apparently reached the 
limit of practicable advance for the next 
few days.

Retirement of General McCoy 

Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, USA, Com- 
manding General of the Second Corps 
Area since May 2, 1936, relinquished his 
command to Brig. Gen. Evan H. Humph- 
rey, July 29, to depart on leave of absence 
prior to his retirement Nov. 1, next, after 
reaching the statutory age of 64. 

General Humphrey received an eleven- 
gun salute as he arrived at Governors Is- 
land. A military review and a thirteen- 
gun salute was tendered General McCoy 
at Ft. Jay on the Island. The review was 
presented by the First Battalion of the 
Sixteenth U. 8. Infantry, Maj. Elijah G. 
Arnold commanding. The Eighteenth 
U. S. Infantry Band was brought from 
Fort Hamilton, Brooklyn, to participate 
because the Sixteenth Infantry Band is 
away with the Second and Third bat- 
talions of that regiment at Camp Dix, 
N. J., on Summer field training activities. 

General McCoy was born at Lewistown, 
Pa., Oct. 29, 1874, the son of Capt.Thomas 
F. McCoy, 11th U. 8. Infantry. Appointed 
to the Military Academy in 1893, General 
McCoy was graduated from West Point in 
1897. He was a member of the West Point 
baseball team while a cadet. 

During the Spanish American War he 
took part in the Santiago Campaign in 
Cuba, saw action at LaQuasima and was 
wounded in the battle of San Juan Hill 
on July 1, 1898. For these engagements 
he was nominated for brevets. 

Detailed as aide de camp to Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, then Governor General of 
Cuba, General McCoy was charged with 
general supervision of fiscal and budget 
affairs. He was aide to President Roose- 
velt for a time in Washington and in 
September, 1902, he accompanied General 
Wood to Germany to witness the Grand 
Maneuvers of the German Army. 

While enroute to the Philippines by 
way of Asia with General Wood and Col. 
H. L. Seott, General McCoy in the early 
part of 1908 made a study of colonial 
affairs in Egypt and Java. 

During the following three years in the 
Philippines, General McCoy was aide de 
camp to General Wood, then Governor of 
the Moro Province, and participated in 
numerous engagements against hostile 
Moros and outlaws of the islands of Min- 
danao and Jolo. 

Upon his return to the United States in 
1906, he acted as aide to President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and became a member of 
the Peace Commission to Cuba. He was 
aide to Secretary of War William Howard 
Taft during the second intervention in 
Cuba and while Mr. Taft was provisional 
governor. 

Then followed duty as troop com- 
mander of the 14th U. 8. Cavalry at Yo- 
semite National Park, Calif.; as a student 
officer at the Army War College, Wash- 
ington, D. ©., and as a squadron com- 
mander of the Third U. 8. Cavalry at Ft. 
Wingate, New Mexico. 

Rejoining the Third Cavalry in Febru- 
ary, 1915, on the Mexican Border, he com- 
manded the Mission Cavalry Patrol Dis- 
trict until December, 1915. During the 
following year, while on border duty be- 
tween Brownsville and Laredo, Texas, he 
commanded troops in two officially recog- 





nized and successful engagements with 
Mexican bandits, at Cavazos Crossing and 
at Ojo de Agua. 

When America entered the World War 
in April, 1917, General McCoy was our 
Military Attache at the American Em- 
bassy in Mexico City. Sailing for France, 
General McCoy reported for duty with 
General Pershing’s A. E. F. General Staff, 
June 24, 1917. He served as assistant to 
the Chief of Staff, Maj. Gen. James G. 
Harbord, and as Secretary of the General 
Staff until May, 1918. 

General McCoy’s citation for his Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal credits him 
with performing services “of particular 
value in the original organization of the 
forces in France.” 

yeneral McCoy’s first combat command 
in France was the 165th Infantry, 42nd 
(Rainbow) Division. He led this cele- 
brated regiment in battle in the Baccarat 
Sector, in the Champagne-Marne Defense, 
and the Aisne-Marne offensive, command- 
ing from May, 1918, until promoted to 
brigadier general (temporary) in August, 
1918. At that time he was given command 
of the 63rd Infantry Brigade, 32nd Divi- 
sion and led his troops in the fighting in 
the Oisne-Aisne Offensive, in the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive, and in the march into 
Germany following the Armistice. 

yeneral McCoy next was detached for 
duty at Tours, France, from November, 
1918, to January, 1919. He served as 
Deputy Director General of Transporta- 
tion, A. BE. F., to May 15, 1919, and as 
Director General of Transportation to 
Aug. 20, 1919. 

Then General McCoy was appointed 
Chief of Staff of Maj. Gen. James G. Har- 
bord’s American Military Mission to 
Armenia, with headquarters at Constanti- 
nople. 

Ordered to the Philippines in May, 
1921, he was appointed Chief of Staff of 
the Wood-Forbes Special Mission of In- 
vestigation to the Philippine Islands and 
later was detailed as Technical Assistant 
(Civil Affairs) to Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, then Governor General of the 
Philippines, serving in that capacity until 
April 17, 1925. He was promoted to Briga- 
dier General of the Regular Army, Dee. 4, 
1922. 

At the time of the Japanese earthquake 
disaster General McCoy was sent to Tokio 
on Sept. 8, 1928, as Director General of 
the American Red Cross and Commander 
of the American Relief Mission. 

Following service in command of the 
8rd Infantry Brigade and First Field Ar- 
tillery Brigade, President Coolidge in Au- 
gust, 1927, sent General McCoy to Nica- 
ragua as his personal representative and 
as Supervisor of Elections. He then served 
as Chairman of the Commission of In- 
quiry and Concilliation between Bolivia 
and Paraguay in 1929. On Oct. 2, 1929, 
he assumed command of the 4th Corps 
Area. 

Following his return from Manchuria 
in 1982, where ne had been American 
member of the League of Nations Com- 
mission of Inquiry, General McCoy served 
in command of the First Cavalry Divi- 
sion, the Seventh Corps Area, the Sixth 
Corps Area, and the Second Corps Area.

General Cole to Retire 

Fort Hayes, O.—Completing a career 
of 44 years in the U. S. Army, Maj. Gen. 
William FE. Cole, Commanding General of 
the Fifth Corps Area since January 25, 
1936, relinquished his post here July 30, 
and went on leave of absence preparatory 
to retirement on September 30 at the age 
of 64. His successor has not yet been 
named by the War Department. 

With Mrs. Cole and their son Francis 
K., who was graduated in June from the 
law college of Harvard University, Gen- 
eral Cole will make his home temporarily 
in East Patchogue, Long Island. General 
and Mrs. Cole have two other sons, Capt. 
Itubert M. Cole, Field Artillery, stationed 
at the Presidio of Monterey, Calif., and 
William FE. jr., a member of the U. 8S. Con- 
sular Service in Vancouver, B. C. 

During his tenure here, General Cole 
has been in command of regular army 
activities. Officers Reserve Corps, ROTC 
and CCC establishments in Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky and West Virginia. His most 
outstanding achievement during his ser- 
vice in the Fifth Corps Area was the di- 
rection of the Army’s participation in re- 
lief work during the disastrous Ohio val- 
ley floods of 1937. 

Gaheral Cole is the holder of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal awarded him 


for exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished services during the World 
War. 


Born in Willard, Utah, September 1874, 
General Cole was graduated from West 
Point in 1898, and commissioned in the 
artillery. In 1912 he was an honor gradu- 
ate from the Coast Artillery School, Fort 
Monroe, Va. 

During the world war he organized and 
commanded the 351st Field Artillery, 92d 
Division and was attached to the 153d 
Field Artillery Brigade, 90th Division 
during the St. Mihiel offensive. He later 
commanded the 11th Field Artillery Bri- 
gade, Camp Meade, Md., until it was de- 
mobilized in December 1918. Until April, 
1919 he commanded Camp Jackson, 8S. C., 
one of the main demobilization centers in 
the country. 

After the war, General Cole attended, 
as a special student, the General Statf 


College, where he was graduated in June 
1920. After being promoted to Colone, 
July 1, 1920, and commanding the Coast 
Artillery School and the Coast Artillery 
Brigade (Railway) until June, 1921, jy, 
became chief of the Training Section jy 
the office of the Chief of Coast Artillery 
until Dee, 25, 1924. , 
General Cole was transferred to Hawajj 
in January, 1925 and for more than twy 
years he commanded the Coast Defenges 
of Pearl Harbor and the post of For 
Kamehameha.

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Naval Personnel Legislation 
(Continued from First Page) 
asked the various other Staff bureaus 
“whether they desire the preparation at 
this time of a Staff Corps personnel bill 
and the prosecution of such bill in the first 
session of the approaching Congress, or 
whether they consider it preferable that 
the presentation of such a bill should be 
delayed until the immediate effects of the 
line personnel law have afforded sufficient 
experience to supply a basis for the con- 

sideration of a Staff Corps bill.” 

In his August news letter to officers of 
the Supply Corps, Admiral Conard said 
of the move: “this matter is now being 
studied in an effort to arrive at a de- 
cision which will be consonant with the 
personnel requirements of the Supply 
Corps.” It was indicated informally, how- 
ever, that the Supply Corps will recom- 
mend that the entire question of Staff 
Corps personne! legislation be put off for a 
year or two until the Line has had some 
experience with the law. A similar recom- 
mendation is expected from the Surgeon 
General, speaking for the Medical and 
Dental Corps. Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
will agree with Admiral DuBose, 

Naval constructors declare that the de- 
sire of Admirals Rossiter and Conard for 
delay springs not so much from a desire 
for perfection as to a wish to eliminate 
a large portion of their World War officers 
before adopting the “fitted” promotion 
law. Officers of the Medical and Supply 
Corps in Washington, while denying this, 
argue that the expansion of the grades 
of commander and captain, as provided 
under the “fitted” promotion provision, 
would give them too many officers of those 
grades, who, unlike the Constructors and 
Civil Engineers, would have to go to sea, 
where they would out-rank the executive 
officers and commanders of their ships 
in many cases, 

To this argument, the Constructors and 
Civil Engineers reply that if the Surgeon 
General or the Paymaster General have 
officers in their corps which they do not 
feel are deserving of promotion or for 
whom there are no billets, they should 
not stand in the way of the other two 
corps obtaining the promotions, The an- 
swer given to this is that all Staff Corps 
should be treated alike. 

The Constructor Corps proposal, how- 
ever, goes deeper than this. The Bureaus 
of Supplies and Accounts and Medicine 
and Surgery interpret the proposal of a 
Staff Corps personnel bill as application 
of the recently passed Line bill to the 
Staff. The Construction Corps, it is un- 
derstood, in urging consideration of the 
subject, intends to propose amendment of 
the Staff Equalization Act. This, the 
two largest Corps will oppose and the 
Constructors would accept the “fitted” 
promotion plan as better than no legis- 
lation at all. Amendment of the Equaliza- 
tion Act, however, is what is desired. 

The Civil Engineers and Constructors 
contend that the Equalization Act should 
not apply to them, for it makes them 
subject to the percentage selection of an 
entire Naval Academy class, whereas its 
members come from the upper part of 
each class wherein selection in the Line 
is much higher than the percentage for 
the class as a whole. Moreover, they 
point to the officers assigned to Engineer- 
ing Duty Only and Aeronautical Engi- 
neering Duty Only, in which there is 
free rather than percentage selection. 
Only two lieutenant commanders and no 
commanders assigned to EDO have failed 
of selection, they declare, while the se- 
lection for rear admiral among EDOs has 
been very much higher than in the two 
Staff Corps. 

Arguing that the same rules should ap- 
ply for all naval engineering officers— 
constructors, civil engineers, EDOs and 
AEDOs—the two groups would like to 
see their corps separated from the other 
Staff Corps and given the same promotion 
system as the EDOs, retaining, however, 
their identity as corps. 

It is hardly likely that the two larger 
Staff Corps would agree to such a move. 
They refuse to admit the premise cited 





above, that the constructors and civil 
engineers should have more liberal pro- 
motion because they were in a select 
group originally. 





New Navy Insurance Plan 


Members of the Navy Mutual Aid As- 
sociation are being requested to consider 
a new form of protection submitted as 
the result of studies made over the past 
year by the Association’s Secretary and 
Treasurer, Capt. J. R. Hornberger (SC), 
USN-Ret. 

The plan submitted has been devel- 
oped to meet a popular demand for a 
paid-up benefit at approximately retire- 
ment age. Adoption of the plan will be 
voted on by the Association in the near 
future. 

Studies were first made to determine 
the feasibility of providing paid-up pro- 
tection under the present assessment 
plan. It was found that adequate re- 
serves could not be accumulated under 
this plan to establish paid-up insurance 
within a reasonable period because of the 
low assessment rate throughout the 
younger ages, and that the paid-up fea- 
ture could only be adopted through in- 
creasing the assessment rates to the 
point where the cost would become ex- 
cessive, 

It was concluded that paid-up insur- 
ance at moderate cost and within a rea- 
sonable period could only be provided 
through the level premium, whereunder 
the insured pays under a fixed rate, 
which is somewhat higher than the as- 
sessment rate at the same age, a sum 
suflicient to accumulate reserves which 
will establish a paid-up status within the 
desired period. Accordingly, rates were 
developed under the American Men Table 
of Mortality to produce a paid-up bene- 
fit at specified ages. The American Men 
Table of Mortality is the most modern 
mortality table and reflects the advance- 
ment made by Medical Science over the 
half century following the compilation 
of the American Experience Table which 
is used by most insurance companies. 
The Association used the American Men 
Table in making its actuarial studies 
during 1936, and found that the Associa- 
tion’s past experience ran within 10 to 13 
per cent of this table. The level premium 
rates developed under this table are 
much lower than the rates of any other 
insurance organization for a similar type 
of paid-up protection, and for new mem- 
bers entering up to the age of 26, the 
rates are lower for a paid-up benefit at 
age 60 than the rates for a Government 
ordinary life policy which carries no 
paid-up privilege. 

It was found that a majority of the 
present membership could change to the 
level premium by using the member’s 
share of the Reserve Fund and his un- 
used assessments as initial reserves. 
These savings operate to establish a 
premium age from one to four years un- 
der the attained age. 

The level premium would be applied 
only to members who would pay in up to 
the paid-up age approximately the same 
or less than the aggregate he would pay 
under the present plan over the same 
period. 

While the level premium would be 
higher at any entrance age than the cur- 
rent rate under the present assessment 
plan, the aggregate paid in up to the paid- 
up age. under the level premium plan 
would be less than under the assessment 
plan and the cash value would always 
be greater. This situation reflects the 
condition resulting from the operation 
of the advancing assessment rates. 

The older members whose accumulated 
Savings are insufficient to change to the 
level premium would be carried under 
the present assessment plan for a maxi- 
mum benefit of $9,000, paid-up at age 84. 

Each member eligible to change to the 
level premium will be furnished with a 
ecard which will inform him how he 
would be affected financially by the 
change. 

Members will be requested to vote on 
the proposed plan and on the necessary 





changes to the By-Laws to place the plan 
in effect. The proposed By-Law changes 
contain other modifications which should 
be popular with members and should ap- 
peal to prospective members. One 
change provides for utilizing the cash 
value of the membership to provide, at 
any time, a paid-up benefit for a lesser 
amount than the regular benefit. This 
change would meet the requirements of 
the officer who is retired prematurely and 
who may be forced to reduce his insur- 
ance program. It provides also for the 
older member who may no longer require 
all of the protection he has been carry- 
ing. Another change provides for settle- 
ment of the benefit on a monthly payment 
rather than a lump sum basis. Under this 
plan the Association would credit inter- 
est on deferred payments consistent with 
its earnings. The entrance age limit 
would be changed from 35 to 45. The 
policy loan, extended insurance and divi- 
dend features recently adopted would be 
continued in the new By-Laws. 

Captain Hornberger’s computations 
have been reviewed and approved by an 
Actuary. 

The following level premium rate 
tables are designed to provide paid-up 
benefits at ages 60, 65, 70 and 75.

Foreign Affairs—When the Manchoukuo border clashes between Japanese and Rus- 
sian troops will emerge into major operations is a question that will be determined 
largely by the hopes and necessities of the two undeclared belligerents. Both, at pres- 
ent, are playing for position, Japan to defer what she has come to regard as the 
inevitable war until she shall have attained her aims in China, and be able to take on 
a more powerful opponent than the Chinese, and Russia until her Army, Aviation 
and Navy, and her Chinese allies, are better prepared and strong enough to guarantee 
a decisive victory. The latest border clashes are merely a continuance of those which 
have occurred over the years, and have the character of an undeclared war. Fearing 
that Russia would seize upon them and her preoccupation in China to press forward 
into Manchoukuo and Korea, the Tokyo Government has made proposals for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities and terms of settlement of the dispute, and the Soviets have taken 
them under consideration. However, that war is in the future has been apparent since 
Japan moved into Manchuria in 1931, and established the puppet state of Manchoukuo. 
Japanese march into other North Chinese provinces, Japanese threats to the maritime 
province of Siberia, and finally invasion, begun a year ago, roused Russian fears. 
But what firmed Russia in her belief that war with Japan was certain, was the 1936 
agreement between that country, Germany and Italy ostensibly aimed at the Com- 
munist Internationale. Until it was announced, Russia had been conciliatory. In- 
formed of it, she abruptly terminated negotiations for a treaty respecting the Oshkosh 
Sea fisheries, a subject of irritating dispute, and made it clear that she would protect 
her territory and rights in the Far East at all hazards, Stalin reenforced the Au- 
tonomous Red Army, now said to be 500,000 strong, provided it with a numerically 
large air force, double tracked the trans-Siberian railroad, moved population into 
Siberia, erected munitions and airplane factories in the territory, and assigned sub- 
marines to Vladivostock. In addition, Soviet instructors have trained the army of 
the People’s Republic of Outer Mongolia, and the Kighth Communist Army, which 
the Japanese fear will move against them in Inner Mongolia and North China, Thus 
besides being entangled in Central and Southern China, the Japanese General Staff 
must consider the possibility of attack from the Mongolian Forces, as well as the Red 
Army on the Manchoukuo border. The opportunity for the Soviets to strike is tempt- 
ing, since Japanese control of the territory conquered and her communications, ad- 
mittedly are constanlty threatened by Chinese guerrillas, and she still has to dispose 
of the Chiang-Sai-Chek Government. That Government is tottering as a result of the 
defeats it has suffered, and whether it can stand much longer is doubtful. But even 
with its elimination, Japan will have to retain strong forces in the territory taken 
over, which will deplete her ability to meet the Soviets. It ig conceivable that the 
latest border clashes were intended to give indirect aid to Chiang-Sai-Chek. Cer- 
tainly they have immobilized the Japanese Army in Manchoukuo and required its 
reenforcement, when more troops are needed for the Yangtze campaign, Again the 
clashes occurred after remonstrances to Japan by Great Britain and France regard- 
ing the conduct of her land, sea and air forces in the Yangtze region and South China, 
and the declaration by the British Minister for Foreign Affairs that Great Britain 
would protect her rights in China. A question that will arise if the clashes develop 
into major operations is whether the agreement between Japan, Germany and Italy 
require the last two named nations to come to the assistance of the former, That 
it does under certain conditions is believed. Hitler has never ceased to threaten the 
Soviets, and Mussolini likewise has joined in his denunciation of communism. There 
is present in the situation the possibility that the former will take advantage of 
Russia’s preoccupation in the Far East and the pacifistic disposition of Great Britain 
and France, to press anew his designs upon Czecho-Slovakia. Realizing that the mere 
fact that Lord Runciman is at Praha, to investigate and mediate the Sudeten claims, 
would not stop him from strong measures should he regard the moment opportune, 
our government sent Ambassador Wilson from Berlin to Praha, to show its interest 
in a peaceful settlement; and such action is expected to impress the German gov- 
ernment. Russia has announced that if Czecho-Slovakia be invaded she will come to 
her assistance, and so has France. Moreover, if Germany declare war on Russia, 
France must come to the aid of the latter. It is thus evident that what is transpiring 
in the Far East is of vital importance to the peace of the entire world, not excluding 
by any means, the United States. 











National Rifle Matches—With Col. Francis C. Endicott, Inf., USA, executive offi- 
cer of the National Matches already on hand at Camp Perry, and with all regular 
Army troops scheduled to be on the scene by Aug. 10, officials in Washington this 
week predicted that this year’s matches would be the most successful and best at- 
tended in history. 

The number of teams competing in these matches has risen in the last three 
years from 114 to 125, and the total number of competitors has risen from 2,719 to 
8,500. Lt. Col. Benjamin W. Mills, Inf., Director of Civilian Marksmanship, an- 
nounced that every state in the union with the exception of Delaware would be 
represented by either a military or civilian team, and that for the first time since 
the World War, the Territory of Alaska would be represented. A million and a half 
rounds of especially prepared National Match ammunition has been prepared by 
the Frankfort Arsenal and is stored at Camp Perry for use in the meet. A total 
of 1,200,000 rounds of this is calibre .30 rifle ammunition and 200,000 rounds of the 
special ammunition is of .45 calibre for the pistol competition. Colonel Mills em- 
phasized the great care used in selecting and preparing the National match shells, 
and said that each one is carefully examined to insure uniformity of material and 
weight. Seven states will not be represented by military teams. They are Delaware, 
South Carolina, Wisconsin, Nebraska, New Mexico, New Hampshire and Utah. The 
most hotly contested for trophys will naturally be the National Rifle Team Match 
and the National Rifle Individual Match. 

As usual, the small arms firing school course will inaugurate the meeting. This 
course will extend from Aug. 21 to Aug. 26, and last year was attended by 2,046 
marksmen. This school encompasses all branches of small arms shooting, including 
the handling of sub-machine guns. Its object is to thoroughly acquaint contestents 
with the proper methods of handling weapons. The National Rifle Association, 
which provided the impetus for the holding of the National Matches and which works 
in close harmony with military personnel in conducting the annual meet, predicts that 
many records will be shattered at this meeting. 

Rey _ Camp Perry is the largest rifle and pistol range in the United States. It is lo- 





cated on the shores of Lake Erie, midway between Sandusky and Cleveland, Ohjg, 
and six miles from the town of Port Clinton, Ohio.

Far Eastern Military Situation—Although the attention of the press has heey 
devoted mainly during the past week to the clash between the Japanese and Russigy 
forces along the border of Manchoukuo, yet during that time the Japanese forg 
which had been held for some weeks by the Chinese at Anking, north of the Yangty 
River, advanced forty miles and is now at Hwangmeio. A further advance of legs 
than twenty miles will effect a junction with the Japanese forces operating south 
of the Yangtze. This southern force has made an advance of about ten miles an 
seems to be clearing the way so that a drive on Nanchang could be effected. 

Along the border of Manchoukuo, the Changkufeng hill dominates the Tumey 
railroad running from Rashin, the ice-free Japanese-developed port through Kirin ty 
Hsinking and then connects with the Chinese Eastern Railway. The hill is north of 
the Tumen River and is about five miles from the railroad. The boundary in this 
general area has never been exactly defined and the hill has remained unoccupied 
by either of the two nations. 

Recently, however, the Russian forces occupied the hill and the Japanese border 
forces immediately attacked the position. The extent and outcome of the fighting » 
far is undetermined, except that it appears from press dispatches that air raids 
have taken place on important localities not adjacent or even near to the disputed hil} 

The affair appears to be another but more critical border incident which may or 
may not remain localized. The future developments depend upon many factors 
which now are obscure. However, the railroad which this hill dominates is of major 
strategic importance, since the railroad provides the most direct route for Japan to 
send troops and munitions from an ice-free port to Manchoukuo and particularly to 
that general area of Manchoukuo along the border. 


Navy Dependents Travel Allowances—In a recently announced change in the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts Memoranda, the Navy Department clarified the 
regulations governing the transportation of dependents of Naval personnel at gov. 
ernment expense in such a manner as to materially increase the amount of travel 
expense that may be paid Naval personnel. These changes have been approved by 
the Acting Comptroller General of the United States. 

The new rulings were devised after over a year’s intensive study by the Navy 
Department in an effort to reclassify and to enumerate exactly the conditions under 
which Naval personnel are entitled to travel allowances on change of station and 
also in an effort to assure that Naval personnel will receive the full allowance under 
the law for all travel expenses incurred in the service of the government. 

A Navy Department official said this week that the regulations which the newly 
published ones supercede were in some cases too indefinite and in other instances too 
binding, and that these two causes had contributed to work injustice in many 
instances, , ; 

Permanent changes of station in the Naval service are now classified as follows: 


from one shore station to another ; from a shore station to a vessel ; from a vessel toa f 
shore station; from one vessel to another having different home yards and/or home f 


ports, and change in home yard or home port of a vessel. 

For purposes of transportation of dependents, the term “duty station” means 
the city in which the home yard, home port, or, in the case of shore duty, the shore 
station is located. The term city has been defined as the community constituting 
the “duty station,” including its suburbs and adjacent communities where persons 
employed in such city reside. The term “other than old or new duty station” is 
defined as a place not included in the area constituting the duty station as outlined 
above. 

The new regulations with which the Bureau of Navigation has requested that 
all naval personnel fully acquaint themselves, state that in every case where travel 
of dependents is involved that the personnel concerned should determine the exact 
status of the travel involved in order that he may get the maximum allowance 
his change of station. 


Advance authority of the Bureau of Navigation must be obtained in all cases | 
where travel is desired from a place other than the old duty station to a place other | 


than the new duty station, and in applying for such authority the applicant shall 
state the reason for his request. ‘This is done to provide for unusual cases wherein dit 
turbed conditions at the new station make it undesirable to move the dependents 
to the new station. If the Navy Department bans temporarily the travel of de 
pendents to the new station, the Bureau of Navigation will consider requests for 


authority for travel to points other than the new station. If the request is approved, 7 
the travel will be authorized. In this case, the applicant does not waive the right ~ 
to further travel moneys, and if the restriction on taking dependents to the new duty | 


station is lifted, the applicant may claim additional travel funds, provided that the 
entire cost involved is not more than the commercial transportation involved in # 
straight shift of stations. If this happens, the personnel involved must bear the e 
pense over and above the commercial rate from the old to the new station. It is als 
provided that travel expenses of dependents may be paid to some other point that 
the new duty station if either the health conditions at the new station are dee 

unfit for the dependents or if the dependents’ health is such that housing at the ne¥ 
station is inadvisable. Again, advance authority of the Bureau of Navigation is tT 
quired when assignment is to a vessel or station away from its home yard or home por 

The above instances apply only when such conditions as described exist at the 
new duty station. e 

Another important feature of the regulations as now written provides that 
amounts not to exceed the maximum allowance for travel from the old to the e¥ 
shore stations may be paid to dependents travelling to the new shore station from 
a point other than the old shore station. 

Also, the maximum amount allowed for travel from the old shore station t0 the 
new shore station may be paid to dependents desiring to travel to other points 
the new shore station. Again, travel may be authorized by the Bureau of Navigation 
upon sufficient reason from a point other than the old shore station to a point othe 
than the new shore station. 

The new regulations then go into the question of home ports, home yards and 
vessels which are at other points than home yards or home ports in some 
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dearly defining the rights of dependents to travel allowances in each case. 

Dependents are not legally entitled to transportation on a change of home yard 
or home port of a vessel until the effective date of such change. However, trans- 
portation may be furnished after orders are issued for such change with the under- 
standing that the officer or man concerned will be responsible for any excess or all 
costs involved in the event of modification or cancellation of the orders. 

Navy Department officials said this week that the newly issued regulations are 
the most important changes in travel regulations in several decades. 


, Organization—The views of Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, on Infantry 
organization, differ widely from the concept of the subject in the General Staff, as 
exemplified by the tables of organization for the experimental test division prepared 
ayear ago. Whereas the test division organization within the regiment is set up along 
materiel lines, the Chief of Infantry advocates an organization based on tactical 
mission. The test division provides squads, or groups as they are called, of nine men, 
as against a squad of 12 men advocated by General Lynch in the current Infantry 
Journal. The test division set-up has three rifle squads and a light machine gun 
squad to a platoon, and three platoons to a company, while the Infantry Chief pro- 
poses but three squads to a platoon and four platoons to a company. General Lynch 
favors a company of about 200 men as against only 139 in the other organization. It 
is in the placement of heavy weapons, however, that the major differences occur. 
The test division has four rifle companies to a battalion and the heavy machine guns 
in separate battalions. General Lynch would put them in the platoons and companies, 
each company having a headquarters platoon, which would have a mortar section 
and an ammunition section; a heavy weapons company with three rifle companies 
would make up a battalion. While not referring directly to the test division, General 
Lynch points out the fundamental difference between the two views. He says: “The 
recent discussions on the subject of organization have brought out the fact that 
nearly all fundamental differences on this question can be traced to two conflicting 
conceptions ; one which would base all organization on materiel; and the other on 
tactical mission. The one would build up units of assorted specialists; the other 
would insist on a common tactical training for those having a common mission and 
hold specialization within the unit to a minimum, The one subordinates the man to 
the machine, the other gives the man the machine he needs for his job. This is the 
eternal struggle between the technicians and the tacticians. Another face of what is 
fundamentally the same conflict is found in the opposition between the economists 
and the integralists. The economist wants to dose his applications of force scientific- 
ally and therefore wants to set up corps of specialists from which he can draw as he 
needs them. He would have rifle corps, machine-gun corps, tank corps, separate anti- 
tank units, etc., and from these he would build up combat groupings as the need arose. 
The integralist wants to deal with complete units containing all the means of action 
ordinarily needed in combat. He believes that in the swift changes of situation in 
campaign, the constitution of temporary groups on a large scale is impracticable; 
that war calls for units of definite composition ; that nice apportioning of the differ- 
ent elements of force to the resistance encountered is an illusory conception. The 
resuit generally is that some elements urgently needed are lacking in critical junc- 
tures. He believes, moreover, that these improvised groupings can never have the 
cohesion of permanent units and that organization on this principle weakens the 
force of leadership in all echelons of command,” 


Publish Navigation Tables—Works Progress Administrator Harry L. Hopkins an- 
nounced this week that the Works Progress Administration would shortly complete 
the compilation of the “Tables of Computed Altitude and Azimuth,” one volume of 
which was published by the Navy Hydrographic Office some months ago. 

The original volume, the cost of which ran into many thousands of dollars, cov- 
ered the 30th to the 39th degree of latitude inclusive. The Navy had already pegun 
compilation of data on the latitudes between and including the 20th and 29th when 
PWA funds were made available to complete the work and the Navy Hydrographic 
office turned the project over to the PWA. 

When completed, the tables will provide the fastest system yet devised to deter- 
mine position, either on the sea or in the air. The project will provide data on nearly 
every area on the world’s surface, excluding arctic and antarctic regions. Six vol- 
umes, each covering ten degrees will be published. Briefly stated, the new tables 
will make it possible for navigators to compute position, in terms of longitude and 
latitude, within a maximum error of one-tenth of one mile in a few seconds, as 
against the present process involving up to 15 minutes of time. Every ship in the 
Navy will be equipped with the new tables upon completion of the project. 


Officers for submarine training—A class in submarine training for about twenty- 
seven officers will be convened at the Submarine Base, New London, Conn., about 
January 2, 1939. The orders of those selected will provide for the transportation of 
wvendents to New London from present stations. The duration of the course will 
approximately six months, and successful graduates may expect to be assigned 
duty aboard submarines.

75 Years of Progress 


The huge, long range railway guns, capable of rapid move- 
ment along our coast line are the most modern of our guns 
that shoot out to sea. It represents many years of develop- 
ment and experimentation. At the beginning of the Civil 
War, the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL recalled in 1863, “there 
was not, in the military service of the United States, a single 
rifled sea-coast gun, with the exception of two or three ex- 
perimental pieces, whose merits and efficiency were then 
undetermined. The system of sea-coast artillery at that time 
in use, comprised the following, viz: 18, 24, and 32-pounder 
guns, and 8 and 10-inch columbiads and _ sea-coast 
howitzers, together with 10 and 13-inch mortars for vertical 
fire, and 24-pounder howitzers for flank defense.” 


The same article continued, “An experimental gun of 20- 
inch diameter of bore, 116,000 Ibs. weight, and throwing a 
solid shot of 1,000 Ibs., with a charge of powder of 100 lbs., 
is now being cast at Mr. Charles Knapp’s Fort Pitt Foundry 
at Pittsburgh. It is believed that it will not be long before we 
shall see, in our service, guns of 30-inch diameter of bore. 
* * * Tron is now substituted for wood in the construction 
of carriages (barbette as well as casemate) for all sea-coast 
guns and mortars.

Offensive Power of Infantry 


Declaring that the Infantry must 
have curved-trajectory fire if it is to have 
offensive power, Maj. Gen. George A. 
Lynch, Chief of Infantry, emphasizes the 
importance of heavy mortars and rifle 
grenades as weapons of that arm. 


Writing in the current § IJnfantry 
Journal, General Lynch discusses among 
other subjects, the lessons learned as to 
use of tanks in the Spanish War. He 
states: 

It has become increasingly evident that the 
infantry needs curved-trajectory fire if it is 
to qualify for offensive missions. It needs 
mortars in kind and in numbers far in excess 
of anything we have heretofore imagined. It 
is easy enough to get mortars that will do the 
work. Designs have been standardized for 
both the 60-mm. and 81-mm, types. What is 
not so easy is to keep them supplied with 
ammunition. 

A satisfactory solution for this problem has 
been found. The range of the mortars permits 
great flexibility in their employment. Except 
on most unusual terrain, it will be possible to 
emplace them at points where they can be 
supplied by proper motor transportation, 
either directly or by man-handling over a 
short distance. We have been considering sev- 
eral types of ammunition carriers. On first 
consideration it seemed that a vehicle on the 
track-laying principle would be the most effi- 
cient, But tests have clearly shown that the 
4-wheel-drive, half-ton truck, equipped with 
“ground-grip” tires, surpasses the track-lay- 
ing vehicle in negotiating every type of ob- 
stacle. Qualified opinion is confident that we 
can rely on this vehicle to keep the mortars 
supplied. 

With an adequate ammunition supply, the 
mortar becomes the outstanding offensive 
weapon of the infantry. The infantry fire fight 
will no longer consist solely of flat-trajectory 
fire but of an alternation of flat and curved- 
trajectory fire that will give it a destructive 
character it has not had for the last half- 
century. * * * 

Reliable information indicates that a highly 
effective rifle grenade with a range of nearly 
400 yards and a radius of effect of ten yards 
has been developed and is in use in some 
European armies. The rifle platoon as at 
present organized has no curved-trajectory 
weapon. It has been proposed to meet the 
needs of the platoon in this class of fire by 
giving it a small group of grenadiers—rifle 
men armed with the 1903 rifle, bayonet, and 
grenade tube. With this arrangement, we 
sacrifice none of the assault power of the pla- 
toon and only a small part of its flat-trajee- 
tory fire power. 

But perhaps the most important develop- 
ment of the recent period is the use of assault 
aviation in direct support of attacking infan- 
try and the consequent need for an anti- 
aireraft weapon adequate for the protection 
of the front line. Such a weapon should he 
effective at medium altitudes (1.000-2 000 
vards) with disabling effect from a single hit. 
The infantry has no such weapon at present. 
The tracer range of both .30- and .0-caliber 
weapons is inadequate, and experience has 
shown that an airplane can continue in ac- 
tion with a considerable number of hits from 
small-arms projectiles. A projectile with ex- 
plosive effect is needed. Machine cannon of 
from 20- to 25-mm. caliber seem indicated for 
this mission. Such a weapon might have a 
supplementary mission as accompanying gun 
and anti-tank cannon. The addition of a ma- 
chine-cannon platoon to the machine-gun 
company in-«lieun of the %0-caliber” ma- 
chine gun has been proposed and seems to 
have enough merit to warrant thorough in- 
vestigation. This weapon will be referred to 
again in a later paragraph of this discussion. 
ee 

The following deductions as to the role of 
the tank have been drawn by different ob- 
servers of the operations in Spain:

Maj. Starr A. Moulton, USA-Ret., died 
July 21, at his home in Scituate Center, 
Mass. He had been in ill health since the 
death of his wife in 1935. The couple 
moved to Scituate after the Major was 
retired from active duty. 

He was born in Bridgeport, Conn., 65 
years ago, the son of George W., and 
Charlotte Hardy Moulton and was gradu- 
ated from the Tufts College Medical 
School in 1901.

Upon the return of 
his regiment to the United States, the 
General was ordered to recruiting duty at 
Portland. Shortly afterwards his regi- 
ment was ordered to the Philippines, and 
he participated in the insurrection. 

At the start of the World War, he was 
executive officer at Plattsburgh Barracks. 
During the World War, he was in com- 
mand of the 79th Brigade, and was ap- 





pointed Brigadier General. General O'Neil 
returned to Fort D. A. Russell, in com- 
mand of 90,000 men, at the end of the 
war. 

Upon his retirement for age, in 1926, 
he went to Portland, Ore., where he made 
his home. 

General O'Neil, who was a semi-invalid 
for the past two years, with heart trouble, 
is survived by his widow, Mrs. Nina 
O'Neil, his sister, Miss Jane H. O'Neil, of 
Riverside, Calif., and a half-sister, Mrs. 
Frank Keller, of Fort Benning. Inter-

fact that the eighth distf 
returned, Representative Smith, by a 
three to one majority, is accepted as fur- 
ther evidence of the change in the elec- 
toral attitude, for he, as a member of the 
louse Rules Committee, voted against 
rules for the wage-hour bill and the ex- 
ecutive reorganization bill.

This was done 
through martial law proclaimed by the 
Governor on the ground that the proceed- 
ing was disturbing the peace and order 
of the community. The Board countered 
by directing that the hearing be held in 
the Federal Court building in Des 
Moines, thus maintaining its power under 
the law to invade states rights which the 
Governor insisted it was his duty to en- 
force. The precedent established by the 
Governor doubtless will be observed by 
other state executives in case action by 
the Board is disturbing to the peace of 
their communities. The incident is one 
of many which may lead to revision of 
the Wagner Act in the next Congress. 
As the first step toward the enforcement 
of the wage-hour act, the Department of 
Labor has issued a bulletin explaining its 
purposes and provisions, and showing 
that the Administrator can impose a 
wage-hour of forty cents at any time he 
determines, although the general belief 
has prevailed that the minimum wage 
fixed is 25 cents, with the forty cents to 
take effect in seven years. The same bul- 
letin shows that in the retail trade, the 
average hourly earnings has been 55 
cents, wholesale trade 71 cents, metal 
mining 68 cents, bituminous coal 89 cents, 
telephone and telegraph 86 cents, hotels 
31 cents, power and light 85 cents, eleec- 
tric railroads 71 cents, laundries 41 cents 
and drying and cleaning 49 cents, <Ac- 
cording to the New York Times weekly 
index, business activity more or less 
held its gain but failed to advance. A 
pause has occurred in the advancing 
trend of the bond market. Changes in 
the price trends of commodities recently 
have been unimportant. None of the ma- 
jor industries has moved to establish 
lower wage levels to conform to lower 
price levels, The world is watching with 
anxiety the Manchuquo frontier clashes 
between Russian and Japanese troops, 
hoping they will not precipitate a general 
war. Fear that the clashes will develop 
into major operations was responsible for 
a sharp break in Japanese bonds, and in 
London, together with adverse trade con- 
ditions, has caused a large scale hoarding 
demand for gold. This has led to depreci- 
ation of the British pound, and a rise in 
the exchange value of the dollar. 





Merchant Marine 


A prospectus of the Lloyds Register 
for 1937-1938, released recently, tells a 
complete story of the rise in merchant 
marine tonnage of the powers of the world 
since 1901. From a tonnage of 24,009,000 
at the turn of the century, maritime ton- 
nage has risen to 66,870,000 tons. 

This period encompassed the greatest 
growth in the annals of merchant fleet 
operation, Since 1914 the increase in ton- 
nage was 21,466,274, equal to 47.3 per 
cent of such tonnage in existence in the 
year of the great war. The greatest in- 
crease in percentages took place in the 
United States and the most striking de- 
crease in Great Britain and Ireland. 
German tonnage declined from 11.3 per 
cent of the world total in 1914 to 6.3 
per cent this year. Great Britain and 
Ireland owned 50.2 per cent in 1901, 41.6 
per cent in 1914, and 26.4 per cent this 
year. During the above periods, the 
United States percentage rose from 4.2 
in 1901 to 13.4 this year. The Maritime 
Commission’s building program is ex- 
pected to push American percentages still 
higher in the next few years. 

Japan, as an indication of her growth 
as a power, has shown a rise from 2.2 
per cent in 1901 to 7.5 per cent of the 
world’s tonnage today.

On July 1, 1988, American shipyards 
were building or had under contract to 
build for private shipowners, exclusive 
of vessels previously launched 157 ves- 
sels aggregating 462,308 gross tons, com- 
piured with 156 vessels aggregating 422,- 
933 gross tons on June 1, 1938, according 
to the Commerce Department. 

There are now under construction, in 
the United States, 47 steel seagoing ves- 
sels of 1000 tons or over, aggregating a 
gross tonnage of 414,680, and 7 inter- 
costal steel vessels of between 100 and 
999 gross tons aggregating 2,220 gross 
tons. Vessels of wood construction for 
intercostal shipping under construction 
total 9, aggregating 2,780 gross tons. 

The number and tonnage of unrigged 
steel vessels under construction is a sub- 
stintial figure, 08rof these vessels being 
under construction, their tonnage totaling 
42,428 gross tons. 





Army Buys Target Planes 

Bids were asked by the War Depart- 
ment this week on three small airplanes 
to be used as radio-controlled targets. 

The planes would have a wingspread of 
about 12 feet, an overall length of nine 
feet and be propelled by a small gasoline 
motor. The cost is estimated at from $800 
to $1,000 each. The craft must be able to 
reach 12,000 feet, where they would pre- 
sent the same target to anti-aircraft fire 
as a plane twice their size at 24,000 feet. 

Targets of this character have been 
used by the British Air Forces and were 
demonstrated at Muroc dry lake bed, 
Calif., before Army Air Corps officials 
last year. It is said that the planes can 
be repaired and rebuilt after being shot 
down and used again and again. 


Navy Adds Cargo Ship 


More prompt shipment of officers’ 
household effects should result from the 
recommissioning of the cargo ship Capella, 
scheduled for this Fall. With freight 
shipments crowding the Vega and Sirius, 
the Navy Department decided to relieve 
the pressure on the Naval Transportation 
Service by putting the Capella back in 
service. 
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Navy Posthumous Award 

The Secretary of the Navy announced 
this week that in the name of Congress, 
the Medal of Honor has been awarded 
posthumously to Lt. Carlton B, Hutchins, 
USN, with the citation: 

“For extraordinary heroism as_ the 
pilot of U. S. Navy Seaplane PBY-2 num- 
ber 0463 (11-P-4) on the occasion of a 


collision with U. 8S. Navy Seaplane 
PBY-2 number 0462 (11-P-3) while en- 
gaged in tactical exercises with the 


United States Fleet on February 2, 1938. 
Although his plane was badly damaged, 
Lieutenant Ilutchins remained at the 
controls endeavoring to bring the dam- 
aged plane to a safe landing and to afford 
an opportunity for his crew to escape by 
parachutes. His cool calculated conduct 
contributed principally to the saving of 
the lives of all who survived. His conduct 
on this occasion was above and beyond 
the call of duty.” 

The medal will be presented by the 
Commandant of the 11th Naval District 
to the widow of Lieutenant Hutchins, 
Mrs. Elizabeth P. Hutchins. 

IA. Hutchins was born in Albany, N. Y., 
on Sept. 12, 1904, and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy in 1922. He was 
designated a naval aviator in 1928, and 
completed the postgraduate course in 
aeronautical engineering at the Naval 
Academy and at California Institute of 
Technology.

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USMC Personnel Summary 
Murine Corps Headquarters yesterday 
issued the following circular giving an 
explanation of the new officer personnel 
act: 

As soon as practicable after a thorough 
study of the various provisions of the Navy 
Personnel Act approved June 23, 1938, has 
been completed, a full summary of the Act, 
as applicable to the Marine Corps, will be 
published for the information of the service. 
The following, however, is published at this 
time as of particular interest to the officers 
concerned, 

In generdl, the Naval Personnel Act ap- 
proved June 23, 1938, provides that commis- 
sioned officers shall be retired, or in certain 
cases discharged, on June 30 of the fiscal year 
in which they fail of selection as best fitted 
the second time. Officers failing of selection 
as best fitted, as defined by the Act, are 
those officers not selected as best fitted for 
promotion but senior in lineal rank to the 
junior officer selected as best fitted by each 
board, 

Provision is made that all officers on the 
active list on the date of the passage of the 
Act, who have failed of selection for promo- 
tion one or more times, shall be regarded as 
having failed of selection as best fitted once 
only. Such officers, except Colonels and First 
Lieutenants, are eligible for selection for 
promotion by the next selection boards to 
be convened either as best fitted for promo- 
tion or for adjudgment as fitted for promo- 
tion: Colonels and First Lieutenants are eli- 
gible for selection for promotion only as best 
fitted. 

The Act provides for the protection of all 
officers in the grades of Colonel, Lieutenant 
Colonel, Major and Captain on the passage 
of the Act, and certain officers in the grade 
of First Lieutenant, so that no such officer 
shall be involuntarily retired for non-selec- 
tion for promotion sooner than he would have 
been retired in the grade in which he was 
serving on June 23, 1938, under the old law. 
(Colonels, 35 years’ commissioned service; 
Lieutenant Colonels, 28 years’ commissioned 
service; and Majors and Captains, 21 years 
commissioned service). 

Section 12 (¢) of the Act provides that 
Majors, Captains and First Lieutenants, 
whose names are not placed upon the pro- 
motion list, shall be honorably discharged on 
June 30 of the fiscal year in which they fail 
of selection as best fitted the second time, 
with two years’ pay in the cases of Majors 
and Captains and with one year’s pay in the 
case of First Lieutenants. Provision is made, 
however, for the protection of Majors and 
Captains in those grades on June 23, 1938, and 
for certain First Lieutenants as follows: 

Officers in the grades of Major and Cap- 
tain on June 23, 1938, whose names are not 
placed upon the promotion list, shall, at their 
own request, in lieu of honorable discharge, 
if they have already completed twenty-one 
years’ commissioned service by June 30 of 
the fiscal year in which they twice fail of 
selection as best fitted, be retired on that 
date. ; 

Officers in the grades of Major and Captain 
on June 28, 1938, whose names are not placed 
upon the promotion list, shall, at their own 
request, in lieu of honorable discharge, if 
they have not completed twenty-one years 
commissioned service by June 30 of the fiscal 
vear in which they twice fail of selection as 
best fitted, be continued on the active list 
until June 30 of the fiscal year in which they 
do complete twenty-one years’ commissioned 
service, at which time they shall be retired. 
During such continuance on the active list 
they shall be ineligible for consideration by 
subsequent selection boards, 

Majors and Captains thus retired shall 
receive pay at the rate of 24% per centum of 
their active duty pay at time of retirement, 
multiplied by the number of years of service 
for which entitled to credit in the computa- 
tion of their pay on the active list, not to 
exceed a total of 75 per centum of said active 
duty pay. . 

Officers in the grade of Captain on June 23, 
1938, who served in the Marine Corps or Ma- 
rine Corps reserve prior to November 12, 
1918, either as an officer or as an enlisted 
man, Whose names are not placed upon the 
promotion list, if they request retirement 
in lieu of honorable discharge when they have 
failed of selection as best fitted the second 
time, shall, on retirement upon completion 
of twenty-one years’ comimisstoned service, 
be advanced to the grade of Major on the 
retired list with the retired pay of that grade, 

Officers in the grade of First Lieutenant on 
June 23, 1988, who were additional numbers 
in that grade on that date (by reason of hav- 
ing completed seven years’ commissioned ser- 
vice and not having been placed on the pro- 
motion list), whose names are not placed 
upon the promotion list, shall, at their own 
request, in lieu of honorable discharge, if 
they have completed fourteen years’ commis- 
sioned service by June 30 of the fiscal year in 


which they twice fail of selection as best 
fitted, be retired on that date. 
Those First Lieutenants described above 


whose names are not placed on the promotion 
list, shall, at their own request, in lieu of 


honorable discharge, if they have not com- 
pleted fourteen years’ commissioned service 
by June 30 of the fiscal year in which they 
twice fail of selection as best fitted, be con- 
tinued on the active list until June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which they do complete fourteen 
years’ commissioned service, at which time 
they shall be retired, During such continu- 
ance on the active list they shall be ineligible 


for consideration by subsequent selection 
boards. ¥ 
First Lieutenants so retired shall receive 


pay at the rate ef 24% per centum of their ac- 
tive duty pay at time of retirement multiplied 
by the number of years of service for which 
entitled to credit in the computation of their 
pay on the active list, not to exceed a total of 
75 per centum of said active duty pay. 

Notice of the membership and date of con- 
vening of the next selection boards will be 
published at a later date. 





President Enroute Home 

The President is scheduled today to 
be at sea enroute to an unnamed Carib- 
bean island, after having made a swift 
motor survey of the Panama Canal de- 
fenses yesterday. The President motored 
across the isthmus as the Houston trans- 
versed the Canal. He landed at Balboa 
on Thursday, and was received by Col. 
C, S. Ridley, Governor of the Panama 
Canal Zone, Rear Admiral Walter N. 
Vernou, USN, Commandant of the Fif- 
teenth Naval District, President Arose- 
mena of Panama, and other ranking mili- 
tary and civie leaders, 

The President’s cruise aboard the 
Houston has been marked by military and 
naval success with rod and reel in pur- 
suit of sailfish. Of the five members of 
the party which have brought the finny 
sen rovers to gaff thus far, three are 
military or naval aides. The five mem- 
bers who have landed sailfish are, the 
President, Mr. Basil O’Connor of New 
York, Capt. Ross T. McIntire, MC, USN, 
the President’s physician, Comdr.
